THE COMSTOCK HORROB. 


THE IMPRISONED MINERS NOT 
YET REACHED. 


H eroic Efforts ft>r Their R elief—A 
B elief that They W ill be Res­ 
cued Alive To-day.

V irg in ia C ity (Nev.), June 26th.—The 
gas and smoke have entirely ceased issuing 
from the Gould A Curry shaft, indicating 
that the fire, if not entirely extinguished, 
is [merely smoldering [in the old timbers 
down on the floor of the station on the 
1,500 foot level. Cages with men were 
dropped below the 1,300-foot level to-day, 
but no attempt to extinguish the smolder­ 
ing tire will be made until the men on the 
1.500-foot level are rescued dead or alive. 
The drift being run from the Consoli­ 
dated California and Virginia mine on the 
1.500-foot level to reach them is cut about fif­ 
teen feet south of the bottom of the sixteen- 
foot winze, and sunktothelevel of the point 
where the men are confined in the Rest & 
Belcher. 
The material through which 
they are driving is hard porphyry, as 
tough as steel. 
It is anticipated that 
the connection will be made some 
time to-morrow, as there still remains 
about 
eighteen 
feet 
to make the 
connection. When the drift is advanced a 
few feet further a hole with a Burleigh 
drill-bit, ten feet long, will be sent through 
the intervening rock so that if tbe men are 
still alive they can be communicated with. 
There are sixty picked men, selected from 
the most experienced miners on the lode, 
forming the rescuing party. They are di­ 
vided into three eight-hour shifts. Tws 
Burleigh drills, operated by compressed air, 
arc used in working the holes for blasting 
With this force unprecedented speed in 
driving has been attained, and if the con­ 
nection is made by to-morrow morning, 
they will have accomplished a feat in driv­ 
ing and sinkihg through hard ground never 
equaled iu the annals of mining. 
Opinions among the miners are about 
equally divided in speculating on the 
chances of the imprisoned men being 
found alive. A stream of cool water and 
a bountiful supply of fresh air is being con­ 
tinually’ sent into the mine by the powerful 
surface air compressor, whicn is kept run­ 
ning at such a high rate of speed that it is 
necessary to keep a jet of cold water pour­ 
ing on the journals to keep them from 
heating. The air and water sent into the 
mine is forced through a four-inch wrougbt- 
iron pipe extending into the face of the 
drift. 
HOl’E OF RESCUING THE .MEN ALIVE. 
As this pipe was not broken ot! by the 
caving of the shaft timbers, there is a 
strong probability that the men imprisoned 
on tbe 1,500-foot level will be found alive. 
The fact that they give no sign of vitality 
by signaling to their rescuers is not con­ 
sidered positive evidence of their being 
dead. They know that every effort to 
reach them is being made, and as they are 
experienced miners they know that in or­ 
der to survive until rescued they must take 
every precaution against decreasing their 
vitality by exhausting their strength in 
giving signals. In this they are pursuing 
the same tactics as did the miners im­ 
prisoned on the 2,100-foot level in the Alta. 
These were confined in a drift for four 
days, but alter tbe first tweuty-four hours 
no signals were given by them, and all 
hopes of reeuing them alive were aban­ 
doned. 
NOTES AND INCIDENTS. 
The funerals of four of the victims of the 
disaster took place this afternoon, and 
were largely attended. Tbe procession to 
the cemetery was headed by 700 miners on 
foot. 
A relief committee to raise a fund for the 
beneft* of the families of the victims of the 
fire was organized last evening by the most 
prominent residents of Storey county. 
Telegrams from towns in all parts of the 
State have been received announcing that 
steps had been taken for raising money for 
the same object.

Charles Dougherty is supposed to be mar­ 
ried and is a native of America, about 44 
years of age. 
Foster Hamilton, age and nativitv un­ 
known. 
FOREIGN. 
An Opinion of A m erican C haracter. 
I.ondon, June 26th.—Dr. Parker, at the 
City Temple, in the course of his lecture 
this evening said he was astonished at the 
interest shown by Americans in the Queen.

BUYING OUT ITS W ARDS, 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


W ork of the Indian Com mission in T reat­ 
ing W ith R eservation Tribes. 
[Copyright, 1887, by the California Associated Prcss.l 
W ashington, June 26th.—[Special.]—The 
Northwestern Indian Commission, which 
has finished its work and has been engaged 
in this city during the past two weeks in 
completing its report, is ready to lay that 
document before the Commissioner of In­ 
dian Affairs. The Commission has already 
made its report of its negotiations with 
the Chippewas, ol Minnesota, the Arica- 
kaws and Mandnns on the Fort Bertbold 
reservation, and the various tribes on the 
great Blackfoot reservation in Montana. 
In this final report it deals with its negotia­ 
tions with the Cteur d’Aleñes, Spokanes, 
Flat heads and the Boisfortes of Minnesota, 
with which latter tribes the Commission 
closed its work. The Commission had its 
first meeting in St. Paul in August last, and 
at the present time have been engaged in 
negotiations with the Indians of the North­ 
west preparing for the allotments of lands 
in severalty aud the reduction of reserva­ 
tions. The members traveled and worked 
through Montana last winter. Despite the 
severity of the weather and the greatdepth 
of the 9now, they visited in all thirty-one 
bands of Indians in Minnesota, Dakota, 
Montana, Idaho and Washington Territory. 
They traveled over 7,000 miles by rail. 
Five hundred miles was made in road 
wagons, and over one hundred by stream 
and lake, in frail birch-bark canoes, pro­ 
pelled by Indians. They traveled 1,500 
miles in open sleighs last winter, with the 
thermometer ranging from 30° to 00° below 
zero. Of the thirty-one bands treated with, 
tbe Commission failed to secure agreements 
with but four The first negotiations of the 
Commission after leaving the Blackfoot 
agencies were with the Spokanes. They 
first tried to arrange with the two leading 
Chiefs of tbe tribe, Spokane Jerry and 
Louis Welsho, but as the band of 
which one is the leader were Protest­ 
ants anil the band of the other 
Catholics, it was found very difficult to 
harmonize them sufficiently to secure a 
council. A council was finally fixed for 
Fort Spokane, but as the Indians are very 
poor and ignorant, it was found hard to 
notify them or get them to attend the 
council. There are less than 400 Indians 
of the Spokane banus, all told, and, as 
their lands are of poor quality, they spend 
most of their time hanging around the 
town of Spokane Falls, picking up a scanty 
living or getting drunk. The Commission 
found in all its travels none so low as the 
Spokanes. Before they would agree to 
removal ¡to the C<eur d'Alene reservation 
they demanded that the Government 
should reimburse them for their lost lands. 
Negotiations with them were hard, because 
the Chiefs preferred drinking whisky 
around town to securing a reservation. 
Then they wanted a separate reservation, 
and the Commission could go no further 
without telegraphing to Washington, sub­ 
mitting their proposition. The President 
replied, refusing to lay off another reserva­ 
tion, am f finally, through the intervention 
of the Catholic missionary to the Spokanes, 
in whom they have the utmost faith, an 
agreement was arrived at. By this the 
Spokanes cede to the 
Government 
all 
right 
and 
title 
to 
their 
lost lands, about two million acres 
in Idaho and Washington Territory. 
W ithin the boundaries of this land are the 
great Spokane Falls, which the town of 
that name has utilized for water works. 
The right to these lands has always been 
clouded by a nor, extinguished Indian 
title, and the Commission considered it of 
the utmost importance that the title should 
be extinguished. Tlie Indians are to be 
removed to the Cionr d’Alene reservation, 
and the expense of removal will be about 
$95,000. In addition to this the four old 
chiefs are to have annuities of $100. 
The Commissioners then went to the 
Cteur d’Alene and opened negotiations 
with that tribe of Indians. An agreement 
was concluded with them at the De Stnet 
Mission, March 26lli, by which the Indians 
cede to the Government all the lands they 
possess, except those lying within the 
boundaries of the present reservation. 
The lands to which the Indian title will be 
extinguished comprises about four million 
acres in the best part of Washington Ter­ 
ritory, and through which tbe North­ 
ern Pacific runs. For this relinquish­ 
ment the Indians are to have $150,­ 
000, payable $30,000 the first year, and 
$8,U00 per 
year 
lor 
fifteen 
years 
to come. The money is to be expended 
for mills, machinery, etc., but in case it 
shall not be needed is to go to the In­ 
dians in easli, pro rata. 
An arrangement 
was also made by which tlie Cu'ttr ’dAlenes 
are to receive the Spokanes on their 
reservation. 
The Calispel Indians (or 
Lower Pen d’Oreilles) were also visited, 
and the Commission held a council with 
them at Sand Point, Idaho Territory. An 
agreement was made with these Indians 
that they should be removed to the Jocko 
reservation,and properly supplied with tools 
and land. Front Sand Point the Commission 
went to the Flathead Agency, where they 
were serenaded on the night of their arri­ 
val by a bund composed of Indian boys 
from eleven to eighteen years of age. An 
agreement was easily made with the con­ 
federated tribes of Flatbeads, Ten d’Oreilles 
and Kootenais by which the Government 
was allowed to place the Calispels and 
such Spokanes as desired to move upon 
the Jocko and Flathead reservation. 
The Commissson then went to Minne­ 
sota, where they entered into negotiations 
with the Boisfortc and other scattered bands 
of Chippewa Indians, looking to their re­ 
moval to the W hite Earth reservation in 
that St ate.

INDEMNITY LANDS. 
How a G overnm ent D epartm ent Failed 
to Do It* D uty. 
1 Copyright, 1887, by the California Associated Press. ] 
W ashington, June 26th. — [Special.]— 
Henry Beard, attorney for the Centra! Pa­ 
cific Railroad, will file with the Secretary of 
the Interior to-morrow the answer of the 
California and Oregon Railroad Company 
to the rule of the Secretary in regard to 
indemnity lands. In its reply the road says 
the first was withdrawn in 1.847-1868, and 
extended along a definitely located route 
from Roseville, on the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road, to Salt creek, in township 32 north, 
Mount Diablo base and meridian, a dis­ 
tance of over sixty miles. The second was 
ordered August 25, 1871, on a definitely 
located route northward from Salt creek to 
the north line ol township 46 north, range 
5 west, a distance of over sixty miles. The 
third, recently made, merely completes the 
definite location of the road to its pre­ 
scribed terminals. The primary reason 
why these withdrawals should not be re­ 
voked is that they were made in obedience 
to and in the manner provided by the Act 
of Congress, which in Section 2 made it 
the duty of the Secretary to withdraw the 
lands. Having been so made for a purpose 
not yet executed by the officer whose duty 
it was to make them, and who acted un­ 
derstanding^ in the matter, they cannot 
be revoked by a successor in the same of­ 
fice, while the facts which led to them re­ 
main the same, and the law has not been 
changed. It has not been shown, and 
cannot be deduced from the known fact, 
that any more lands have been withdrawn 
than will be needed to fulfill the intention 
of Congress as expressed in the grant. 
Should the Department order a restoration 
of the lands under the circumstances 
now existing, the losses accruing to 
the 
Government 
would 
be greater 
than the advantages. The entire road 
is about 291 miles long. Of this 151.33 
miles were completed and accepted by the 
President prior to the 1st of July, 1880, the 
time prescribed for the completion. Since 
then 40 miles in addition were accepted by 
President Arthur in February, 1885, and 60 
miles more have since been completed, 
making 251.33 miles. 
The company has not as yet obtained 
patent-; for all the lands opposite the por­ 
tion of road completed in due time along 
the 151.33 miles, at 20 sections per mile, if 
the road was straight there would be 1,937,- 
024 acres, and in fact there is not less than 
180.000 (l.SOO.OOO) acres in quantity. The 
company has received patents tor only 
1,362,436.61 acres, as stated in its annual 
report for 1886—leaving due a balance of 
437,560 39 acres on the 100 miles additional. 
The amount or quantity of 20 sections (or 
12,800 acres) per mile would approximate 
1.280.000 acres. It is actually more than 
10,000,000 acres. Opposite this part of the 
line the company has’ not received a patent 
to a single acre. 
The Register and Receiver at Shasta 
were advised by the Commission on March 
14, 1885, of the acceptance of forty miles 
of the road by the late President Arthur, 
and thereupon the company, if) pursuance 
of law and Department instructions, pre­ 
sented lists in May and June, 1885, to 
those officers and paid the fees and cost 
and obtained the certification of 1,459,673 
acres of granted tracts, upon lists Nos. 7 
and 8. The lists were sent to the General 
Land Office, where they now repose. Tbe 
Commissioner will issue no patents. On 
the 26th o f 
, 1885, he wrote to the 
officers at Shasta (third laud decision, 
6,604) a letter, a copy of which I also 
place in the appendix. He nullified the 
President's acceptance of the road and toid 
the officers : “ I do not think it a matter 
of official duty, under my responsibilities 
as an executive officer of the Government, 
to authorize selections to be made pending 
such action as Congress may please to 
take.” 
As a consequence, the locai officers have 
since refused to allow the selections of tlie 
granted lands. The company accordingly 
tenders the fees and costs and appeals from 
the refusals of the local officers. These ap­ 
peals also repose in the files of the General 
Land Office.

*1,3.50,000 LOSS BY FiR E . 


D estruction ol th e Chicago P acking 
Com pany’s Vast Property. 
Chicago, June 26th,—A million and a 
quarter dollars went up in smoke at tbe 
Lnion Stock-yards to-day. 
Earlv this 
morning an employe of the Chicago Pack­ 
ing and Provision Company discovered a 
fire in the tank-room. In a few minutes 
one of the tanks exploded, scattering the 
burning lard over the adjacent buildings 
and a dozen fires were soon competing 
with each other in the destruction of the 
immense establishment. The fire was not 
put out until this evening, fourteen and a 
half hours after its start, and a five-acre 
oven will remain on the premises—a red 
hot one—for a txraple of davs. In this 
territory were four 
large 
buildings 


of the Packing Company. The main build­ 
ing was 600 by 475 feet. This, with the ex 
ception of the curing-room (which was 
saved with its contents, 19,000,000 pounds 
jf short ribs, in a damaged condition), is a 
total loss. On the east side of the main 
building was the warehouse, four stories 
and basement, and containing 17,000 bar­ 
rels of mess pork belonging to Armour. 
The building and mast of the pork was 
totally destroyed. Between 600 and 700 
hogs were also cremated. Back of the 
main building was the fertilizing factory. 
100 feet square, and the engine-house, 50 
by 65 feet, both of which structures were 
completely destroyed. 
INCIDENTS, LOSSES, ETC. 
The most exciting scene of the day was 
presented when the men were attempting 
to (Irive out the live hogs in the upper 
stories. Below were scores of workmen 
rolling out barrels of pork, and down on 
the crowd, pell-mell, leaped dozens ol 
bogs maddened by their burns, jumping 
Irom windows and through the hatchways. 
The workmen below were compelled to 
flee for their lives. In the afternoon, when 
a number of firemen were trying to save 
the short ribs in the curing-room, a di­ 
vision wall fell, injuring Thomas Murphy 
so seriously that he died ionr hours inter. 
Five other firemen received severe 
wounds. * 
Armour values his loss at $360,000, but 
thinks the salvage and insurance will 
make him even. 
1 he plant of the Chicago Company is 
valued at $300.000, and the stock at $700,­ 
000.About half of the 2,000 employes wilt, be 
thrown out of work.

TH E EGYPTIAN TREATY. 
France Urge* the Sultan N ot io Sign the 
English Proposal. 
C onstantinople, June 26th.—The French 
Government has sent a note to the Sultan 
in which it distinctly refuses to accept the 
situation which would result from signing 
the Egyptian convention, and says that if 
the convention be ratified France will 
take measures necessary to protect her in­ 
terests, which will be endangered bv a dis­ 
turbance of the equilibrium of the Med­ 
iterranean. On the other hand France of­ 
fers assurance that will protect and guar­ 
antee the Sultan against whatever conse­ 
quences

if 
he 
will 
refuse 
to 
ratify 
the 
convention. 
By so 
doing 
the 
note savs the 
Sultan will strengthen the friendship 
between France and Turkey, and protect 
his country from the encroachments and 
ambition of England. Upon the receipt 
of this note a council of Ministers was 
summoned to prepare a draft complaining 
of French interference in the internal af­ 
fairs of Turkey. The note wili be submit­ 
ted to the Sultan for his approval. 
It is rumored that Russian troops are ad­ 
vancing from Kars as a menace to the 
Turks.

L o n d o n , June 26th.—The time set for 
signing the Egyptain Convention expires 
to-morrow. It is asserted that if the Sultan 
does not sign a special British Envoy will 
depart immediately for Constantinople.

SURPRISED SMUGGLERS. 
D esperate Fight Betw een M exican G uard* 
and Rio G rande Sm ugglers. 
G a l v e s t o n , June 25th.—A dispatch from 
Eagle I’ass to the News says : Intelligence 
was received here at a late hour last night 
that a sanguinary conflict was in progress 
between river guards and smugglers at a 
point fifteen miles below Piedras Negras, 
in Mexico. The conflict is in progress. A 
scouting party of river guards and police, 
numbering twenty-five men, surprised a 
band of about twenty smugglers, all well 
armed. They were with a cavalcade of 
pack-mules. 
The smugglers at once 
showed fight, and at the first vollev two of 
the guards fell dead. The guards fell back 
and dispatched a courier for reinforce­ 
m ents; the smugglers fell back toward the 
Rio Grande, with the evident purpose of 
crossing the river to the American side. 
The smugglers, iu their retreat, are keep 
ing up ar desultory skirmish with the re­ 
inforced guards. w ho are pressing them in 
the rear. A courier arrived in Piedras 
Negras late this evening from the scene of 
action, and reports the fight still in pro­ 
gress and one more guard killed. Tiie loss 
of the smugglers is not known. 


AW FUL SCENES. 
Sho«i«ing Deaths by a T enem eut House 
Fixe in London, 
London, June 26:h.—A fire brokeout in a 
tenement house on Oxford street this 
morning, and tl;e dames spread so rapidly 
that several of the inmates were unable to 
make their escape. Frightful scenes were! 
witnessed by the enormous crowds at­ 
tracted to the spot. One youth jumped 
from the top story to the ground and was 
instantly killed. 
His mother followed, 
striking upon the railings in front of the 
house and rebounding on the heads of the 
crowd. Another wotuan appeared at a 
window holding a chiid in her arms. A 
moment later she fell backwards into the 
flames and her charred remains were after­ 
wards found.

New York, June 26tb.—At the urgent 
request of Counselor Sticknev, Judge Uar- 
rest has modified the order relating to the 
confinement of 'acob Sharp in Ludlow 
Street Jail. Mrs. Sharp and her daughter, 
Mi s. Del mar. were allowed to remain all 
night. Sharp has passed a bad night. He 
was restless and moaning almost constant­ 
ly. 
He evidently suffered much pain. 
The prisoner ha3 not eaten much of any­ 
thing for several days.

Objection is made by property owners on 
-M street, the capital avenue "f the city, 
"Who protest against improvement, that 
l>eople are interesting themselves in favor 
o f improvement who do not own projterty 
•on that street. This supposed “ interfer- 
•ence ” is resented with more or less spirit. 
It is not “ meddling;” it is not “ interfer­ 
ing with another's business;” it is not an 
attem pt to dictate to people how to man­ 
age their own property, but it is an evi­ 
dence of public spirit and of profound in­ 
terest in the city. 
The property owners 
■on M street should not run away with the 
idea that they own the highway, and that 
none but they are interested in its im­ 
provement. 
Every man who desires the 
progress of the city to be promoted lias 
<tlie right to speak his mind concerning the 
improvement of any street, and to advise 
it and canvass for it. The mere method 
of the division of the cost of local im­ 
provements throughout the city, is secon­ 
dary to the genera! interest. 
The object­ 
ing owners on M street ought to lie able to 
see th at their property interests have been 
enhanced in value by the improvement of 
L ami N streets and Tenth street, and all 
other improved streets in the city, aixF 
that all the people have an interest in 
every eflbrt to benefit the city. 
It is 
greatly to be regretted that so many M 
street property owners are opposed to im­ 
provement. They stand in llicir own light. 
Every such improvement not only en­ 
hances the value of their own proper!v, 
but it stimulates the business and pros- 
perdty of the city and thus contributes to 
the business welfare of these lot owners. 
In fact, no local improvement can be made 
and the beneficial effects be confined to the 
immediate locality. 
There ought to be no 
difficulty in securing the improvement of 
M street; the failure of the scheme will 
be a blow to the city, and give the new 
spirit of progress a “ set-back” that will 
a fleet all interests. 
I.ct those who have 
signed the protest reconsider, and liefore it 
is too late withdraw tiieir objections, and 
thus give important aid to the effort to se­ 
cure for this city a due share of the pros­ 
perous tide now -weeping upon the north 
section of the State. 
Let these people reflect that there is a 
quad contract with the State that this 
avenue, upon which a magnificent building 
costing $3,1100,000 fronts, should, with all 
surrounding street- Ik: made to comport 
with the building and its grounds.

W hen the San Francisco CArnm'cot charges, 
as it did on Saturday, th at the present 
number of State school books, divided by 
the expenditures for their production, 
gives the average coft of the books, it in­ 
dulges in void-blooded mendacity that 
would shame the father i f Fas. 
It knows 
that such a calculation is as false as [it 
would be to charge to a a.ngle edition of 
its jiajier the entire cost of its “plant” and 
all investment necessary to issue a ]taper 
regularly. 
It knows, but mendaciously conceals the 
fact, th a t the cost of type, machinery, en­ 
graving, electrotyping, etc., is not wholly 
chargable to the books now issued, but 
must be distributed over all issued for a 
long period of years. 
Any child of-ordi­ 
nary intelligence can be made to < nder- 
stand, that the composition once complete, 
the electrotypes once made, the engravings 
fmiahed,-there remains for all subsequent 
issues of the book only the cost of the 
presswork, paper and binding. 
Every one 
fait the hired advocates of defeated, cha­ 
grined and resentful liook rings trill admit 
th at the cost of presses, binding-macliin- 
•erv, compiling, editing, etc., is a first cost, 
and not continuing. It is therefore simply 
vicious calculating, that charges all these 
things against the first issue of books. 
The Chronicle will not admit th is; it 
will continue to iterate is story ; it will 
repeat its false computations, and in the 
service of its clients, the book agents and 
their principals, continue its 
assaults. 
This, not because any present victory can 
be achieved by th em ; but because the 
New York, Cincinnati and San Francisco 
syndicates liojie, through such agencies, to 
so jiervert public judgment that a Legis­ 
lature can be elected in 1889 to propose 
an amendment to the Constitution undo­ 
ing all that has been done. 
The enormous profits of which these 
publishers have been shorn constituted so 
vast a sum, that they can afford to wage 
war against the State text-liook system for 
two years more, in the vain hope of re­ 
covering it. _ 
This is perfectly evident from the fol­ 
lowing extract from Saturday's San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle:

The whole scheme is a grievous and costly 
error, bnsed uf>on a mistaken calculation und a 
badly-educated public sentiment, and the 
sooner steps are taken to do away with the 
whole system the better and cheaper it will be 
for the State.

K e e p it in view that whoever—no mat­ 
ter who—declares the .State school book 
system a failure, simply expresses the de­ 
sire of ii is heart. 
He is either viciously 
opposed to the system or stupidly ignor­ 
ant, who makes the assertion. The people 
•put the system into the Constitution : they 
fortified it b y law ; it is entitled to and 
must have fair, full and im partial trial. 
Whoever attempts to prevent it is a pub­ 
lic enemy. 
We have had faith in the sys­ 
tem from the outset, advocated it from the 
beginning, and would wager life upon its 
complete and trium phant success, if given 
“a fair show.” 
T hat it roust have. The 
mismanagement of the Superintendent of 
State Printing, the neglect or coldness of 
any State or county officials, the animosity 
of any influences whatever, the ooin-liired 
opposition of a venal press, the pretended 
friendship, but secret enmity of doubting 
newspapers here and there, must not be 
permitted to prevail against the system 
Let its friends be vigilant and its enemies 
will lie overwhelmed. 


An A tlanta (Ga.) paper says:

S il k C u ltu r e.—Mrs. Louise Rienzi, Sec­ 
retary of the State Board of Silk Culture, 
and instructor at the filature established 
by said Board, bas recently published a 
neat and comprehensive pamphlet of gen­ 
eral; instruction for rearing of silkworms, 
which will be of interest and value to 
those desiring to be informed upon the 
subject. 
The pamphlet also contains a 
treatise on the method of securing healthy 
silkworm eggs, a sketch of the habits and 
structure of the little silk producers ; a 
copy of the Act of the Legislature estab­ 
lishing the Board of Silk Culture, the by­ 
laws of the Buard and the rules and regu­ 
lations of the filature. These may be pro­ 
cured by addressing the Secretary.

One More for the Altas, Who are Still 
Well in Ihe 1-ead—Other Gatnes. 
Yesterday’s game in this city between 
the Altas and Greenbood & Moran's was at 
times exceedingly interesting, with inci­ 
dents that were very exciting. The visiting 
nine did better fielding than their oppo­ 
nents, and stole more bases but the 
Altas were stronger batters. Borchers. 
formerly of the Altas, made bis first ap­ 
pearance here as a pitcher for a rival nine, 
and showed marked improvement, not be­ 
ing so wild as formerly. In the first inn­ 
ing he struck out Caveny, Powers and 
Anderson in rapid succession, and was 
loudly applauded. It was not until the 
fourth inning that the Altas "got on " to 
his style, and then they pounded him 
good. Creegan gave him good support. 
McDonald played first base finely, and 
hit the ball every time up, and, in 
fact, Shea was about the only one 
of the nine who was a little oft.

Prior to an "ex­ 
cellent address based on Mark viii., 34-38, 
given by John W.Northup, an active mem­ 
ber of the San Francisco association, the 
following statement was read by the Gen­ 
eral Secretary : 
"The State Committee have rendered 
assistance to the following associations: 
San Francisco, Oakland, Sacramento, Stock­ 
ton, San Jose, Napa, Fresno, Los Angeles, 
Pasadena, San Bernardino, East San Ber­ 
nardino, Pomona and Riverside. 
The 
State Department have called to its assist­ 
ance Secretaries of the International Com­ 
mittee, General O. 0. Howard, Major Har- 
die, Herr von Schluembach, and H. J. 
McCoy, who have rendered invaluable aid 
visiting many points. The State Secretary 
lias visited Napa, Fresno, Pasadena, Los 
Angeles. Pomona, San Bernardino, Colton, 
Riverside, Oakland, and San Francisco. 
Since last October the several building 
funds throughout the State have increased 
$152,000, including increased value of lots 
donated or purchased. At different points 
the State Committee has rendered assist­ 
ance in raising nearly $7,000 for current ex­ 
penses.” 
The following is the statistical report of 
the State Secretary, from October 24,1886, 
to June 5, 1887 : 
“ New Associations, 7; auxiliaries organ­ 
ized, 1; addresses on Association work, 26;

There are forty-five towns of over 1,200 in­ 
habitants. eaeti of which ought to have 
Associations. Secretaries are needed. Rail­ 
road work should be commenced. In the 
College Department six new Associations 
need help. An additional State Secretary 
is urgently needed. The office work of the 
State is now so extensive that two days in 
each week are needed to attend to it. There 
is no Association north of this city nearer 
than Portland, Or., or east nearer than 
Salt Lake City. It will thus be seen there 
is a wide held for the Association to 
occupy.” 
A liberal collection was taken in aid of 
the State work, and it will doubtless be 
supplemented by private subscriptions.
